Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a graphics 
processor including an embedded frame buffer among other things, comprising: 

the point sampled format is a 48-bit format and the super-sampled format is a 96-bit 
format, and wherein the 48-bit format includes 24 color bits and 24 depth bits. 

The closest prior art, Deering (U.S. Patent No. 6,664,955) teaches a graphics system 
comprising a frame buffer storing images and objects in pixel form that can store point sampled 
color and depth, super-sampled color and depth, and further teach other color space formats may 
also include YUV. 

However, reference Deering does not teach the above-mentioned features.
